REPORT  ON  BOOKS  AND  PERIODICALS. 

Having  carefully  examined  the  reports  of  our  preachers, 
who  represent  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  charges  and 
forty  thousand  members,  your  Committee  is  pained  to  find 
that  only  $479.00  worth  of  books  have  been  sold  during  the 
year,  and  that  only  seventeen  hundred  and  eleven  copies  of 
the  Holston  Methodist  and  other  papers,  and  three  hundred 
and  fifty -six  Nashville  Advocates  are  taken.  Somebody  is  to 
blame.  We  must  bestir  ourselves.  Eternal  vigilance  is  the 
price  of  spiritual  liberty  no  less  than  of  political  freedom. 
While  we  sleep  the  enemy  is  sowing  tares.  We  dare  not 
ignore  the  fact  that  the  press  is  the  most  potent  agency  for 
the  uplifting  and  ennobling  of  the  race.  Whilst  our  publish- 
ing interests  are  languishing  and  our  Church  papers  are 
meagerly  supported,  a  venal  press  is  flooding  the  land  with 
licentious  books  and  periodicals — clusters  from  the  vine  of 
Sodom.  If  we  would  conquer  the  world  for  Christ  we  must 
circulate  a  healthful  religious  literature. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  our  Publishing  House  at  Nash- 
ville is  fearfully  involved,  and  that  nothing  but  a'  united  effort 
upon  the  part  of  the  whole  Church  will  save  it.  We  heartily 
endorse  the  method  adopted  by  the  Book  Committee  for  the 
liquidation  of  its  indebtedness,  namely!,  the  issuing  of  coupon 
bonds  bearing  an  interest  of  four  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  be 
paid  at  Nashville  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July  of 
each  succeeding  year.  We  congratulate  the  Church  upon  the 
election  of  Dr.  J.  B.  McFerrin  as  our  General  Agent,  who,  we 
doubt  not,  will  be  able,  with  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  our 
people,  to  steer  the  ship  safely  over  the  stormy  waters. 

We  also  rejoice  in  the  signal  success  that  has  crowned  the 
high  endeavor  of  the  Sunday-School  Secretary,  our  own  Dr. 
W.  G.  E.  Cunnyngham,  who  has  raised  our  Sunday-School  lit- 
erature to  such  a  high  standard  of  excellence. 
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The  Holston  Methodist  also  demands  the  favorable  con- 
sideration of  this  body.  It  has  been  conducted  for  three 
years  by  a  company  styled  the  Holston  Publishing  Company. 
We  now  consider  the  paper  a  necessity  as  a  medium  of  inter- 
communication and  as  an  educator  of  the  people,  and  would 
regard  its  discontinuance  as  a  great  calamity.  We  are  glad 
to  learn  that  through  the  efficient  management  of  Rev.  J.  R. 
Payne,  notwithstanding  the  stringency  of  the  times,  the 
income  during  the  present  year  has  exceeded  the  outlay.  But 
to  double  the  present  patronage  would  place  it  upon  a  career 
of  permanent  prosperity  and  enable  the  publishers  to  make  it 
all  that  could  be  desired.  A  united  effort  on  the  part  of 
preachers  and  laymen  will  accomplish  this  result. 

In  conclusion,  we  respectfully  submit  the  following  for  your 
consideration  and  adoption : 

Resolved,  "1.  That  this  Conference  fully  appreciates  the  dif- 
ficulties involving  our  Publishing  House  at  Nashville,  and 
hereby  cheerfully  pledge  ourselves  to  do  all  we  can  to  aid 
the  Book  Committee,  and  Agent,  Dr.  J.  B.  McFerrin,  in  free- 
ing it  from  all  embarrassment,  urging  upon  our  people  the 
necessity  of  purchasing  the  four  per  cent,  bonds  issued  for 
that  purpose. 

Resolved,  2.  That/mr  General  Conference  organ,  the  Chris- 
tian Advocate,  published  at  Nashville  and  edited  with  such 
consummate  ability  by  Dr.  O.  P.  Fitzgerald,  is  worthy  of  the 
highest  endorsement  of  the  Church,  and  that  we  will  endeavor 
to  increase  its  circulation  among  us. 

Resolved,  3.  That  our  Sunday-School  literature,  edited  by 
Dr.  Cunnyngham,  supplies  a  felt  want  in  the  Church  and 
should  be  in  every  Sunday-School  in  our  bounds. 

Resolved,  4.  That  we  are  well  pleased  with  the  editorial 
management  of  the  Holston  Methodist,  and  respectfully 
recommend  that  this  Conference  adopt  it  as  their  official 
organ,  leaving  its  financial  management  entirely  with  the  Hol- 
ston Publishing  Company. 

Resolved,  5.  That  we  respectfully  request  the  presiding 
Bishop  to  appoint  Rev.  R.  N.  Price  and  Rev.  J.  A.  Lyons  as 
Editors;  and  Rev.  J.  R.  Payne  as  business  manager  of  the 
paper. 

Resolved,  6.  That  the  Holston  Annual,  as  heretofore  pub- 
lished by  Rev.  J.  R.  Payne,  has  steadily  increased  in  merit 
and  could  not  be  dispensed  with.

FIFTH   DAY—MORNING  SESSION. 

Mondat,  October  28,  1878. 

Conference  met  at  9  o'clock,  Bishop  Kavanaugh  in  the 
chair. 

Divine  services  by  Daniel  Atkins. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

Report  in  Case  of  I.  S.  Ross. — The  Committee  to 

which  was  referred  the  case  of  I.  S.  Ross  reported  as  follows : 
The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  for  investigation  the 
case  of  Rev.  I.  S.  Ross  submit  the  following : 

From  the  evidence  before  us,  and  in  view  of  a  former  inves  • 
tigation  by  a  Committee  of  traveling  preachers,  we  deem  a 
trial  unnecessary.

On  motion,  the  character  of  I.  S.  Ross  passed. 
On  motion,  the  resolution  with  reference  to  M.   L.  Clen- 
denen  was  taken  from  the  table,  amended  by  striking  out  all 
after  the  clause  "his  character  passed,"  and  adopted. 
On  motion,  leave  of  absence  was  granted  J.  W.  Duncan. 

Admitted  on  Trial. — Question  I.  "  Who  are  admitted  on 
trial  ? "  was  taken  up. 

James  H.  "Weaver,  from  the  Jefferson  circuit,  Elijah  F. 
Kahle,  from  Blue  Stone  and  Flat  Top  Mission,  William 
M.  Boring,  from  the  Union  circuit,  William  M.  Bellamy,  from 
the  Kingsport  circuit,  Mellville  M.  Baker,  from  the  Athens 
circuit,  Emory  B.  Robertson,  from  the  Charleston  circuit, 
Richard  G.  Waterhouse,  from  the  Kingston  circuit,  James  S. 
Kennedy,  from  the  Asheville  station,  and  Oscar  F.  Sensa- 
baugh,  from  the  Waynesville  circuit,  being  recommended  by 
the  Quarterly  Conferences  of  which  they  are  members,  respect- 
ively, and  also  by  the  Conference  Examining  Committee,  were 
admitted  on  trial  into  the  Conference. 
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Memorial  Service^ — The  order  of  the  day  haying 
arrived,  J.  M.  McTeer  presented  and  read  the  memoir  of  our 
beloved  brother  Wiley  B.  Winton,  deceased,  which,  after  ap- 
propriate remarks  by  Brothers  McTeer,  Kerr,  Boring,  T.  Sul- 
lins,  Haskew,  W.  G.  E.  Cunnyngham  and  George  Stewart, 
was  adopted. 

MEMOIR  OF  REV.  W.  B.  WINTON. 

Rev.  Wiley  B.  Winton,  the  son  of  James  and  Rhoda  Win- 
ton,  was  born  in  Roane  county,  Tennessee,  in  the  year  1812. 
He  professed  religion  and  united  with  the  M.  E.  Church  at  a 
very  early  age.  His  parents  were  remarkable  for  their  devotion 
to  God  and  His  Church.  Both  his  grand  parents,  John  Win- 
ton and  Morris  Mitchell,  were  local  preachers  in  the  Church. 
These  men  occupied  exalted  positions  in  the  local  ranks,  and 
were  men  of  great  force  of  character. 

From  the  time  of  his  conversion  Wiley  B.  Winton  was  im- 
pressed by  the  Divine  Spirit  that  it  was  his  duty  to  take  on 
him  the  office  and  work  of  the  Christian  ministry.  He  had 
learned  from  observation  that  this  was  an  arduous  and  self- 
sacrificing  work.  His  father's  house  had  been  the  home  of 
the  preachers  from  his  earliest  recollection ;  hence,  he  was 
familiar  with  the  privations  and  sacrifices  of  the  itinerant 
ministry  from  childhood.  He,  however,  "conferred  not  with 
flesh  and  blood,"  but  yielded  to  the  convictions  of  conscience, 
and  consecrated  the  whole  of  his  intellectual  and  moral  pow- 
ers to  the  interests  of  the  Church  and  to  the  moral  elevation 
of  the  apostate  race.  He  was,  accordingly,  licensed  to 
preach  in  his  native  county  in  September,  1833.  In  October 
of  the  same  year  he  was  admitted  on  trial  into  the  traveling 
connection  at  a  session  of  the  Holston  Conference  held  at 
Kingston,  Tennessee,  by  Bishop  Roberts.  At  the  close  of  the 
session  he  was  appointed,  junior  preacher  on  the  Jonesboro 
circuit,  under  Rev.  Arnold  Patton,  who  was  in  charge. 

In  1834-35  he  was  in  charge  of  the  Pearisburg  circuit, 
where  he  was  remarkably  blessed  in  his  work,  and  where  he  is 
still  enthroned  in  the  affections  of  the  people. 

In  1835-36  he  was  in  charge  of  the  Wytheville  circuit, 
where  he  labored  with  great  success  for  two  years.  In 
1836-37  he  was  in  charge  of  the  Abingdon  circuit.  In 
1837-38  he  was  returned  to  the  Wytheville  circuit,  where  he 
continued  two  years. 

In  the  fall  of  1838  he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Sophia 
Miller,  of  Wythe  county,  now  Pulaski  county,  Va.,  by  Rev.  T. 
Sullins. 

In  1840-41,  he  was  in  charge  of  the  Rogersville  circuit, 
with  Rev.  T.  K.   Munsey  as  his  assistant.     He  continued  on 
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this  work  for  two  years.  In  the  year  1843-44  he  was  returned 
to  Jonesboro'  circuit.  His  health  having  failed,  at  the  next 
session  of  the  Conference  he  was  placed  on  the  superannuated 
list,  where  he  remained  until  the  fall  of  1848.  In  the  spring 
of  1845  he  took  work  on  the  Wytheville  circuit,  under  Rev. 
C.  T>.  Smith,  who  was  in  charge  that  year. 

In  the  fall  of  1848  he  was  appointed  Presiding  Elder  of  the 
Wytheville  District,  which  office  he  held  for  four  years.  At 
the  session  of  the  Conference  held  in  October,  1852,  he  was 
compelled,  by  personal  affliction,  to  take  a  superannuated  re- 
lation to  the  Conference,  which  continued  to  the  time  of  his 
death.  In  the  fall  of  1856  he  removed  to  the  State  of  Iowa ; 
and  in  1866  he  removed  to  Missouri,  where  he  departed  this 
life  March  30,  1878.  It  will  be  observed,  that  for  near  45 
years  he  retained  membership  in  the  Holston  Conference. 
While  for  a  number  of  years  he  was  beyond  the*  realm  of 
Southern  Methodism,  and  denied  the  pleasure  of  association 
with  his  Holston  brethren;  yet  the  strong  cords  of  affection, 
which  bound  him  to  his  "  dear  Holston "  were  never  severed. 
To  her  he  had  given  the  strength  of  his  manhood ;  and  in  old 
age  he  prayed  for  her  success,  and  rejoiced  in  her  triumphs. 
His  heart  overflowed  with  gratitude  to  his  brethren  for  having 
retained  his  name  on  the  roll  of  the  Conference,  and  for  the 
aid  which  the  Church  gave  him  in  times  of  financial  distress. 
No  man  has  ever  had  membership  in  the  Holston  Conference 
who  labored  more  zealously  and  efficiently  than  Wiley  B. 
Winton.  Perhaps  thousands  were  brought  to  the  Cross 
through  his  instrumentality;  and  great  multitudes  were 
strengthened  and  comforted  on  their  weary  march  to  their 
far  off  home,  while  hearing  the  blessed  gospel  from  his  elo- 
cpient  lips.  He  was  emphatically  a  child  of  affliction,  with  but 
little  of  this  world's  goods  under  his  control,  with  a  feeble 
constitution,  and  his  eyesight  nearly  gone,  and  scarcely  ever 
seeing  a  well  hour,  he  labored  on  and  waited  patiently  for  the 
coming  of  his  Lord.  When  the  summons  oame  it  found  him 
serene,  peaceful,  smiling  and  happy  in  God,  his  Savior.

Keith,  D.  Sullins  and  S.  R  Wheeler.  The  memoir  was  adopted. 

MEMOIR  OF  REV.  CARROLL  LONG. 

When  along  the  Methodist  lines  in  old  Holston  the  sad  sen- 
tence was  borne,  "Carroll  Long  is  dead,"  there  was  every- 
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where  felt  a  sense  of  bereavement.  From  husky  voices  every- 
where came  this  testimony,  "He  was  a  good  man."  Perhaps 
no  one  ever  died  in  Holston  Conference  more  widely  lamented 
or  more  highly  esteemed.  He  was  born  in  McMinn  county, 
Tennessee,  November  26,  1833.  Of  pious  parentage,  he  was 
converted  in  his  fifteenth  year.  His  license  to  exhort  is  dated 
January  28,  1845.  The  same  year  he  was  licensed  to 
preach,  admitted  on  trial  in  the  Annual  Conference,  and 
sent  as  junior  preacher  on  the  Greeneville  circuit  under 
the  Rev.  T.  K.  Munsey.  The  next  year  he  was  in 
charge  of  Jonesville  circuit,  Virginia.  In  1847  he  was  sent  to 
Cumberland  Mission,  and  the  year  following  to  Kingston  cir- 
cuit. Then  he  was  sent  two  years  to  Wytheville  circuit,  Vir- 
ginia. In  1851  and  1852  he  traveled  Newbern  circuit,  Vir- 
ginia, and  while  there  he  married  Miss  Nancy  S.  Oury,  with 
whom  he  lived  most  happily  the  rest  of  his  life.  The  years 
1853  and  1854  he  spent  on  Marion  circuit,  Virginia.  The 
next  year  he  was  stationed  at  Greeneville.  Athens  circuit 
received  him  in  1856  and  1857,  and  Madisonville  circuit  in 
1858.  He  was  Presiding  Elder  of  the  Jonesboro  District  in 
1859  and  1860.  Again  Athens  circuit  received  him  two  years 
— in  time  of  our  civil  war.  During  the  darker  days  of  the 
war  he  remained  at  home,  preaching  far  and  near,  as  occasion 
offered.  To  test  his  loyalty,  the  Federal  troops  at  Sweetwa- 
ter forced  him  to  stand  and  preach  under  their  flag  ;  and  to 
subject  him  and  the  sainted  Swisher  to  insult,  "certain  lewd 
fellows  of  the  baser  sort"  marched  these  meek  men  of  God 
away  from  their  quarterly  meeting  at  Decatur  to  Athens,  and 
then  made  them  carry  each  a  pine  pole  through  the  streets  of 
the  latter  town !  Then  came  the  vile  pamphlet,  and  the  viler 
after-sermon,  "Talk" — both  of  which  re-acted  against  the 
short-sighted  authors  and  sent  them  to  seek  a  hiding  place 
beyond  the  "Father  of  Waters."  Brother  Long  was  threat- 
ened, but  spared,  the  cruel  bodily  scourgings  that  were 
endured  by  Neal,  Brillharfc,  McNees,  Mahoney,  Eagleston  and 
Jacob  Smith  ;  but  the  tortures  his  sensitive  spirit  endured 
are  fully  known  to  God  alone.  His  subsequent  labors  as  Pre- 
siding Elder  on  the  Chattanooga,  Athens  and  Knoxville  Dis- 
tricts were  abundant,  and  appreciated  by  the  people  and  hon- 
ored of  God  in  an  eminent  degree.  "He  was  a  good  man, 
and  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of  faith ;  and  much  people 
was  added  tin  to  the  Lord."  Thousands  will  rise  up  in  eternity 
and  bless  God  for  his  faithful  ministrations.  He  led  the  Hol- 
ston delegation  in  the  General  Conference  at  Memphis,  and 
distinguished  himself  as  a  working  member  of  the  General 
Conference  at  Louisville. 

He  was  a  man  of  one  work — an  able  and  earnest  preacher. 
He  was  regarded  as  one  of  the  safest  counselors  in  the  Hol- 
ston Conference.     He  came  up  from  a  victorious  campaign 
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last  year  to  our  Annual  Conference  at  Cleveland;  but  he  was 
too  unwell  to  attend  regularly  to  the  interests  of  his  District, 
on  the  Conference  floor  ov  in  the  Bishop's  cabinet.  Hopes, 
however,  were  entertained  that  his  t health  would  soon.be  re- 
stored. Accordingly,  in  the  list  of  appointments  he  was  read 
out  as  Presiding  Elder  of  the  Chattanooga  District.  But  his 
work  was  done.  He  went  home — to  die.  His  illness  increased, 
despite  the  best  medical  aid  and  the  kindest  nursing-care. 
Hemorrhages  from  the  lungs  came  on  in  alarming  frequency 
and  profusion  till  the  22d  of  May,  when,  surrounded  by  weep- 
ing wife  and  children  and  loved  ones,  he  expired  in  the  same 
house  in  which  he  had'  been  born.  Two  days  later  his  mortal 
remains  were  interred  in  the  cemetery  at  Wesley  an  a,  his 
native  Church,  his  grave  in  front  of  the  door,  through  which 
it  is  visible  to  the  preacher  standing  in  the  pulpit  and  minis- 
tering in  holy  things.  A  large  concourse  of  friends  mingled 
their  grief  at  his  burial.  The  funeral  service  was  begun  by 
Brother  Wheeler,  the  Presiding  Elder  of  the  District.  The 
sermon  was  preached  by  the  writer  of  this  memoir.  Then 
followed  touching  tributes  from  Dr.  Keith,  T.  Sullins,  D.  W. 
Carter,  L,  L.  H.  Carlock  and  T.  R.  Handy.  The  occasion  was 
one  of  intense  feeling  and  solemnity.  Brother  Long  was 
"tranquil  amid  alarms."  His  utterances  had  for  his  visitors  a 
peculiar  charm.  To  him  there  seemed  to  be  "no  chilling 
waters  of  a  Jordan  to  be  crossed,  but  a  sweet  flying  away  to 
be  at  rest."  Once  when  I  liad  parted  from  him  he  sent  Aunt 
Newman  to  request  my  return  to  his  room.  As  I  neared  his 
bedside,  his  eyes  moist  with  tears  and  his  lips  slightly  quiver- 
ing with  emotion,  he  said:  "I  may  get  well,  but  I  am  making 
all  my  calculations  the  other  way.  When  you  go  up  to  Con- 
ference, and  I  am  not  there,  tell  my  brethren  this  message 
from  me — that  I  return  them  my  parchments,  after  thirty 
years,  as  unsullied  as  when  they  gave  them  to  me.  This  is  all 
I  wished  to  say.  Goodbye."  The  "  Life  and  Times  of  Carroll 
Long  "  is  an  interesting  book  that  might  be  written.  For  the 
present  purpose  we  have  said  enough.

MEMOIR  OF  REV.  WILLIAM  WILEY  NEAL. 

The  Rev.  William  Wiley  Neal  was  born  in  Whitley  county, 
Kentucky,  August  12th,  1824.     He  joined  the  M.  E.  Church 
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(now  M.  E.  Church,  South)  when  quite  JlTnS'  was  licensed  to 
preach  before  he  was  of  age,  and  emp^ed  as  Jumor  preacher 
on  New  Market  circuit.  He  was  rf lved  mto  the  Holston 
Conference  on  trial,  in  1846;  ordai?d  Deacon  and  admitted 
into  full  connection  in  1848,  and  0  'ained  Elder  in  3  85°-  He 
continued  in  the  traveling  conn'clon  abonfc  thirty-two  years. 
A  portion  of  this  time  his  appritments  were  nominal,  owing 
to  his  feeble  health.  But  he  hl  charge,  at  different  times,  of 
several  important  circuits,  an<was>  for  some  time'  Presiding 
Elder. 

He  was  happily  married  J  Miss  Susan  ^etitia  Gaines  at 
Eden's  Kidge,  Sullivan  cou-J'  Teim->  AW^  10th,  1851. 

He  enjoyed  the  advantariS  of  a  hberal  education,  having,  in 
his  boyhood,  spent  som  time  at  the  East  Tennessee  Univer- 
sity. 

His  life  was  divided  monS  preaching,  teaching  and  editing. 

As  a  preacher  his  lau-ia8'e  was  usually  chaste,  and  sometimes 

elegant.     As  his  lurl8  were  weak,  his  voice  was  not  adapted 

to  the  highest  fea>'of  popular  oratory;  but  his  preaching  was 

characterized   h/  &11  unusual  degree   of  pathos.     He  was  a 

weeping  prop/ ^     Bus   sympathies  were  warm  and  gushing, 

and  it  was  air ->st  impossible  for  him  to  discuss  a  topic  that 

led  to  tendeA'enections,  without  giving  way  to  tears. 

His  min/ »vas  poetical  rather  than  philosophical. 

He   wa/  at  different  times,  connected  with  a  number  of 

schools./ At  one  time  he  was  President  of  Holston  College, 

New  Market,  Tenn.,  and,  at  another,  Principal  of  Blountville 

Maso*^  Female  Institute.     His  principal  trophies,  however, 

were^chieved  in  the  editorial  field.    He  was,  at  various  times, 

edi/r  of  the  Bristol  Advocate,  Marion  Sentinel  and   Soldiers 

F/end,  Morristown  Gazette  and  Rhea  Springs  News,  of  the  last 

which  he  was  editor  till  within  a  few  weeks  before  his 

eath. 

He  was  fond  of  writing,  wrote  with  ease  and  without  much 

effort.     The  papers  published  by  him  were  avowedly  secular, 

but  they  were  characterized  by  a  high  moral  and  religious 

tone.     As  a  writer,  he  was  racy  rather  than  pointed,  agreeable 

rather  than  profound. 

He  was  distinguished  p  s  a  temperance  advocate,  and  is  said 
to  have  organized  the  first  Division  of  Sons  of  Temperance 
ever  organized  in  East  Tennessee.  He  was  for  many  years 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Temperance  in  the  Con- 
ference. 

His  social  qualities  were  almost  unsurpassed.  He  was  mod- 
est, gentle  and  affable.  Humor  and  pathos  were  happily 
blended  in  him.     He  was  a  brilliant  conversationalist. 

He  was  fond  of  revival  services,  and  would  sing,  weep  and 
rejoice  over  penitents  and  with  new  converts  for  hours  with- 
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out  seeining  wearinesk  He  was  gifted  in  prayer.  He  was 
called  on  to  pray  at\\e  last  religious  meeting  lie  ever 
attended,  and  the  prayerSksaid  to  have  been  one  of  astonish- 
ing power.  V\ 

He  had  long  warning  of  m»  approaching  end,  and  seems  to 
have  made  constant  preparation  for  the  expected  change.  In 
his  last  illness  he  exhibited  Chilian  patience  and  resignation. 
He  expressed  to  his  wife  the  he©  that  he  would  rally  and  be 
able  to  write  and  preach  again;  but  God  had  in  reserve  for 
him  better  things.  He  died  of  ptlmonary  consumption  at  his 
residence  Khea  Springs,  Ehea  comiy,  Tenn.,  January  24, 1878, 
leaving  an  amiable  Christian  wife  and  several  interesting 
children. 

He  was  buried  with  Masonic  hono-s  near  his  home,  his 
funeral  discourse  having  been  preachy  by  the  Rev.  T.  F. 
Smyth,  the  Presiding  Elder  of  Sequatchie,  District. 

Brother  Neal  was  nothing  more  than  a  jian,  and,  therefore, 
.had  his  weaknesses,  which  need  not  be  commemorated  here ; 
but  his  virtues  were  many,  he  was  an  exampi?  of  the  power  of 
saving  grace,  anol  has,  no  doubt,  entered  ir*o  the  rest  that 
remains  for  the  people  of  God.  \

trial. 
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Report  on  State  of  the  Church— E.  E.  Hoss  sub- 
mitted the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church,  which  was  read  and  adopted. 

REPORT  ON  SPIRITUAL  STATE  OF  CHURCH. 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Spiritual  State 
of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

After  a  careful  examination  of  all  the  facts  brought  before 
our  notice,  we  feel  fully  justified  in  saying  that  the  Church  in 
the  bounds  of  the  Holston  Conference  is  in  a  good  condition. 
There  are,  of  course,  many  qualifications  to  this  statement, 
It  would  not  require  extended  search  to  find  abundant  mate- 
rial for  discouragement  and  dejection.  Not  only  do  we  hear 
of  a  great  lack  of  deep  spirituality,  of  consistent  Christian 
living,  and  of  broad  and  unstinted  liberality  in  the  support  of 
the  institutions  of  the  Church,  but  we  are  pained  to  say  that 
positive  cases  of  immorality  are  sufficiently  numerous  to  be 
productive  of  serious  alarm.  Yet  we  are  confident  that  the 
Church,  as  a  whole,  is  sound.  Sporadic  cases  of  faithlessness 
among  professed  Christians  do  net  indicate  a  universal,  nor 
even  a  general  departure  from  right  principles. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  point  out,  in  few  words,  some  of  the 
more  prominent,  pleasant  and  unpleasant  aspects  of  our 
Church  life.  The  general  attendance  upon  public  worship  has 
been  good  throughout  the  whole  Conference.  Everywhere 
the  people  are  serious  and  diligent  hearers  of  the  Word. 
Prayer  meetings  have  been,  perhaps,  more  generally  kept  up. 
and  with  better  attendance,  than  ever  before.  In  some  quar- 
ters there  has  been  a  revival  of  class  meetings,  with  the  best 
of  results.  We  are  grieved  to  admit,  however,  that  this  re- 
vival has  been  by  no  means  extensive  in  character.  Our 
people  seem  to  have  forgotten  the  value  of  this  potent  instru- 
mentality. The  camp  meetings  have  been  numerous,  and  God 
has  blessed  them  in  a  most  remarkable  manner.  The  number 
of  conversions  throughout  the  Conference  has  been  very  large. 
We  accept  this  fact,  with  grateful  hearts,  as  an  infallible  token 
of  good.  It  is  our  firm  conviction  that  no  Church  can  be 
counted  otherwise  than  in  a  healthy  condition,  so  long  as  God 
continues  to  use  it  for  the  purpose  of  gathering  in  the  outcast 
and  saving  the  lost.  And  we  wish  to  emphasize  the  state- 
ment, commonplace  as  it  may  seem,  that  this  is  the  supreme 
end  to  be  had  in  view  in  all  of  our  efforts.  To  this  every- 
thing else  mast  be  subordinated,  as  means  are  always  subor- 
dinate to  the  objects  which  they  are  intended  to  accomplish. 
We  are  much  gratified  to  notice  a  rapid  development  in  the 
spirit  of  church  and  parsonage  building  among  our  people. 
In  spite  of  the  hard  times,  there  has  been  a  great  improve- 
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merit  in  this  direction.  We  wish  we  conld  speak  in  the  most 
favorable  terms  of  the  state  of  family  religion :  for  it  has  been 
alleged  by  unfriendly  critics  that  the  Methodistic  type  of 
Christianity  lacks  the  element  of  domesticity,  and  does  not 
appear  to  the  best  advantage  in  the  family  circle.  The  charge 
is  untrue.  There  are  to  be  found  among  our  people  as  pure 
and  bright  models  of  Christian  homes  as  anywhere  on  the 
earth.  Yet  we  are  compelled  to  admit  that  many  Methodists 
fail  at  this  point.  The  evil  must  be  rectified.  Our  religion 
must  become  a  persuasive  power,  reaching  into  all  the  corners 
of  our  domestic  life,  and  sanctifying  our  homes  and  house- 
holds by  its  hallowing  presence.  Let  it  be  remembered, 
moreover,  that  family  religion  is  something  more  than  family 
prayers,  something  more  than  the  mechanical  routine  of  morn- 
ing and  evening  worship. 

We  fear  that  our  preachers  do  not  give  as  much  attention 
to  the  great  distinctive  doctrines  of  Methodism'  as  they 
ought.  This  is  the  day  of  rose  water  theology.  A  false  public 
taste  demands  to  be  pleased,  and  a  fickle  ministry  opposes  no 
stern  resistance  to  the  demand.  We  must  return  to  the  old 
paths.  Our  gospel,  like  its  glorified  Lord,  changes  not ;  but 
is  the  same  yesterday,  to-day,  and  forever.  We  may  put  the 
old  truths  in  a  new  dress,  we  may  set  them  in  a  new  attitude, 
and  present  them  in  a  fresh  and  original  manner  ;  but  we  can 
not,  we  dare  not,  touch  or  alter  them  at  any  vital  point.  Nor 
may  we  displace  them  from  their  true  position  of  prominence 
in  the  proclamation  of  the  gospel  scheme.  By  them  our 
fathers  won  the  day.  Through  them  we  are  to  succeed.  They 
are  correlated  to  all  the  needs  of  human  nature.  Taken 
together  they  constitute  the  grandest,  the  most  harmonious, 
and  the  most  inspiring  exposition  of  religious  truth  that  the 
world  has  ever  seen.  Universal  ruin  by  the  Fall ;  universal 
atonement  by  Christ ;  the  consecration  by  the  Spirit ;  the 
Spirit's  direct  witness  to  its  own  work ;  full  salvation  from 
sin  ; — let  these  be  the  key-notes  which  Ave  shall  sound.  Noth- 
ing is  more  sure  than  that  "the  signs  following"  will  be  great. 

If  we  were  called  upon  to  notice  another  point  worthy  of 
your  special  attention,  we  would  mention  the  lack  of  pastoral 
oversight.  Causes  which  are  too  patent  to  need  enumeration 
have  led  us  to  magnify  the  work  of  preaching  at  the  expense 
of  other  phases  of  duty.  It  is  very  hard,  especially  on  the 
large  circuits,  to  give  adequate  attention  to  pastoral  visiting  ; 
yet,  by  due  diligence,  a  great  deal  more  may  be  done  than  has 
been  done.  The  preachers  must  learn  to  know  their  people, 
to  know  their  private  ways  as  well  as  their  public  walk.  Such 
knowledge  can  not  be  gained  except  by  actual  contact  in  the 
social  circle.  We  earnestly  and  affectionately  insist  that  espe- 
cially in  all  cases  of    family  sickness    or  other  distress   the 
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preachers  acquit  themselves  of  their  whole  duty.  Another 
class  of  persons  to  be  specially  looked  after  is  the  young  con- 
verts. They  are  too  often  brought  into  the  Church,  and  then 
turned  loose  without  counsel,  advice,  or  help  of  any  kind.  It 
is  not  strange,  therefore,  that  many  of  them  lose  their  relig- 
ious joy,  and  go  back  to  the  world. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  state  it  as  our  conviction  that  the 
tendency  among  our  people  to  indulge  in  worldly  amusements 
is  much  less  strong  than  it  "was  a  few  years  ago.  Prudent 
and  wise  counsel,  and  a  firm  administration  of  discipline, 
have  brought  about  this  result.  Let  us  insist,  as  always  here- 
tofore, on  a  determined  opposition  to  all  "those  diversions 
which  can  not  be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ." 

In  concluding  this  report,  we  can  not  do  better  than  to  call 
to  mind  the  great  truth  that  the  piety  of  the  Church  is  deter- 
mined at  last  by  the  piety  of  its  individual  members.  Let  us 
look,  therefore,  each  man  to  himself,  and  strive  each  one  to 
imitate  "  the  Lord  of  life  and  glory,"  till  we  all  come  unto  the 
unity  of  the  faith  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God, 
unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the 
fullness  of  Christ. 

Resolved,  That  we  gratefully  and  devoutly  recognize  the 
goodness  of  God  in  all  the  prosperity  which  we  have  enjoyed 
during  the  past  year,  and  that  we  pledge  ourselves  to  a  com- 
plete consecration  and  a  more  diligent  attention  to  the  use  of 
all  those  means  by  which  we  may  accomplish  the  mission  of 
our  Church  in  spreading  Scriptural  holiness  over  these  lands.

pointed our  Agent,  in  connection  with  the  Presidency  of  the 
institution,  to  secure  that  endowment.

D.  Sullins  repre- 
sented Sullins  College,  and  the  part  of  the  report  referring  to 
that  College  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Brunner  represented  Hiwassee  College,  and  the  part  of 
the  report  referring  to  that  College  was  adopted. 

The  paragraph  referring  to  People's  College  was  adopted. 
The  paragraph  referring  to  Morristown  District  High  School 
was  adopted.  The  paragraph  referring  to  Lebanon  High  School 
was  adopted. 

The  report  was  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION. 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Edu- 
cation, beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

The  position  of  Methodism  on  the  subject  of  education  has 
never  been  a  doubtful  one.  From  the  very  beginning  we 
have  been  the  firm  friends  of  all  forms  of  enlightenment,  and 
have  ever  taken  an  active  interest  in  every  effort  to  diffuse 
useful  intelligence.  Our  fathers  of  the  Holston  Conference 
were  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  this  subject,  and  took 
the  lead  of  many  of  the  older  and  more  wealthy  Conferences 
in  establishing  and  supporting  denominational  schools.  These 
schools,  with  reputations  already  established,  have  been 
bequeathed  to  us  ;  and  it  is  our  sacred  duty  to  cherish  and 
foster  them.  There  never  was  a  time  when  distinctively  Christian 
schools  were  more  in  demand.  The  general  indifference  to  all 
religious  questions  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  direct  and  open 
war  upon  them  on  the  other,  both  require  that  we  should 
train  up  young  people  to  the  diligent  and  intelligent  considera- 
tion of  all  these  matters.  We  have  no.  option  but  to  do  so, 
or  to  lose  our  prestige  as  a  leading  and  influential  Church. 
On  this  line,  we  dare  not  take  any  backward  step.  We  must 
go  forward;  and  it  is  with  pleasure  that  your  Committee 
notes  no  retrograde  movement  in  our  Conference,  but  an 
advance,  as  seen  in  the  number  of  schools  within  our  bounds, 
and  more  particularly  in  the  facts  that,  notwithstanding  the 
great  depression  in  money  matters,  these  schools  are  liberally 
patronized. 

The  attention  of  the  Conference  is  called  first  to  Emory  and 
Henry  College.     The   history  of    this  old  and  much  loved 
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institution  of  learning  is  too  well  known  and  too  intimately- 
connected  with  the  history  of  the  Conference  to  require  any 
extended  notice  by  your  Committee.  Your  Committee  would, 
however,  state  that  at  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  College 
has  its  organization  been  better,  nor  its  facilities  more  com- 
plete for  thorough  work  in  collegiate  training.  The  catalogue 
of  1877-8  shows  that  during  that  year  one  hundred  and  ten 
young  men  matriculated  in  tbe  College — twenty-three  of 
whom  graduated  in  the  class  of  last  June.  The  present  year 
opens  with  upwards  of  eighty  in  attendance  to  date.  These 
figures  call  for  greater  efforts  on  the  part  of  members  of  this 
Conference  to  sustain  this  time-honored  institution.  The 
report  of  the  Financial  Agent  of  the  College,  Rev.  Geo.  W. 
Miles,  was  before  the  Committee,  and  believing  that  this 
agency  has  resulted  in  much  good  to  the  institution,  we  beg 
leave  to  commend  the  work  of  the  efficient  agent  to  the  favor- 
able consideration  of  the  Conference.  Your  Committee  would 
report  that  since  the  last  session  of  this  body,  two  of  the 
honored  Professors  of  the  College,  viz.:  John  L.  Buchanan 
and  Charles  E.  Vawter,  have  been  called  to  other  fields  of 
labor.  ■  But  their  places  were  promptly  filled  by  the  joint 
board  of  Trustees  and  Visitors  in  the  election  of  Professors 
Jordan  and  Bohanan,  who  are  at  their  posts  and  doing  good 
work  in  their  respective  departments.  We  recommend  the 
following  gentlemen  be  appointed  as  Visitors  to  the  school  for 
the  ensuing  year :  Rev.  John  M.  McTeer,  Rev.  B.  W.  S.  Bishop, 
Rev.  George  W.  Miles,  Rev.  George  Stewart,  Rev.  Frank 
Richardson,  Rev.  E.  W.  Moore,  Rev.  R.  N.  Price,  Rev.  D.  Sul- 
lins,  Hon.  John  A.  Kelly,  Peter  Gallagher',  Esq.,  J.  D.  John- 
ston, Esq.,  James  P.  Kelly,  Esq.,  and  Albert  G.  Pendle- 
ton, Esq. 

Martha  Washington  College. — This  school  is  now  in  its 
twentieth  year.  Its  large  and  elegant  grounds,  its  costly  and 
imposing  buildings,  its  healthy  and  attractive  surroundings, 
its  able  and  learned  faculty,  all  conspire  to  make  it  a  great 
educational  force  in  the  land.  The  past  year  was  one  of  suc- 
cess. The  number  of  students  in  attendance  was  eighty-four, 
about  fifty  of  whom  were  boarders.  The  work  in  all  the 
departments  was  more  satisfactory  in  all  its  results  than  ever 
before,  to  the  present  faculty.  The  commencement  exercises 
were  pronounced  by  competent  judges  to  have  been  the  finest 
in  the  history  of  the  College.  We  are  happy  to  be  able  to 
state  that  the  College  was  visited  by  a  most  extraordinary 
revival  of  religion  during  the  past  year,  which  left  only  one 
or  two  of  the  boarding  pupils  unconverted.  The  present  ses- 
sion has  opened  well,  there  being  now  in  attendance  seventy 
pupils.  We  heartily  commend  the  school  to  the  patronage  of 
our  people,  and  recommend  the  appointment  of  the  following 
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Board  of  Visitors  for  the  ensuing  year :  Rev.  E.  W.  Moore, 
Rev.  B.  W.  S.  Bishop,  Rev.  John  M.  McTe«r,  Rev.  W.  H.  Price, 
Rev.  J.  S.  Kennedy,  Rev.  J.  S.  Burnett,  Rev.  J.  S.  W.  Neel, 
Rev.  H.  W.  Bays,  D.  C  Miller,  Esq.,  George  E,  Penn,  Esq., 
Paul  C.  Landrum,  Esq.,  Henry  Hoss,  Esq.,  and  C.  J. 
Noel,  Esq. 

Sullins  College. — This  institution,  now  in  its  tenth  year, 
is  doing  a  noble  work  in  the  cause  of  Christian  education, 
Erom  the  reports  of  the  Trustees  and  Curators  we  learn  that 
the  past  scholastic  year  was  one  of  the  very  best  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  College.  With  an  able,  and  efficient  board  of 
instruction,  presided  over,  by  Dr.  Sullins,  the  College  is  rapidly 
growing  in  favor  among  those  seeking  higher  education  for 
their  daughters  and  wards.  One  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
pupils  were  taught  in  the  several  departments  of  the  school 
during  the  past  year,  while  the  present  year  promises  to  be 
fully  equal,  if  not  better  than  the  past.  Already  there  are 
more  boarding  pupils  entered  than  were  in  attendance  at  any 
time  during  the  year  just  gone.  The  organization  in  all  the 
departments  is  complete,  the  standard  of  scholarship  good, 
and  your  Committee  note  with  pleasure  the  excellent  moral 
1  influence  exerted  in  the  College.  During  the  past  year  the 
school,  in  connection  with  the  Bristol  station,  enjoyed  a  gra- 
cious revival  season,  which  embraced  in  its  saving  power 
almost  every  boarding  pupil  in  the  College.  This  school  is 
heartily  commended  to  the  patronage  of  the  Church  and  pub- 
lic. A  vacancy  has  occurred  in  the  Board  of  Curators  by  the 
removal  beyond  our  bounds  of  Prof.  John  L.  Buchanan,  and 
we  recommend  that  the  vacancy  be  filled  by  this  Conference 
by  the  election  of  Elbert  C.  Reeves. 

Hiwassee  CoLLEGEk — This  school  is  well  known  in  its  relation 
to  the  Holston  Conference,  and  is  doing  a  good  work  in  the 
educational  interest  of  the  Church.  The  last  biennial  cata- 
logue shows  a  matriculation  of  one  hundred  and  forty-six 
students,  eighteen  of  whom  graduated.  The  college  is  free 
from  all  debt,  and  the  course  of  instruction  is  judicious  and 
thorough.  The  recent  action  of  the  joint  board  in  the  election 
of  Prof.  F.  M.  Grace  to  the  chair  of  Ancient  Languages,- is 
highly  approved  by  your  Committee.  The  present  session  has 
opened  with  much  promise,  and  we  heartily  commend  Hiwas- 
see College  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  all  patrons  of 
learning,  and  recommend  the  following  as  a  Board  of  Visitors 
for  the  ensuing  year:  Rev.  Jno.  H.  Keith,  Rev.  L.  L.  H. 
Oarlock,  Rev.  Ayers  Kincaid,  Rev.  H  S.  Lee,  Dr.  W.  G.  E. 
Cunnyngham,  Dr.  J.  W.  Duncan,  and  D.  A.  Browder,  Esq. 

People's  College. — People's  College  is  located  in  Pikeville, 
Bledsoe  county,  Tenn.  It  is  surrounded  by  a  large  scope  of 
fine  country,  which,  not  being  favored  with  railroad   connec- 
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tions,  is  isolated ;  and  whose  educational  interests,  therefore, 
must  be  developed  l»y  some  power  within  that  region  itself. 
Your  Committee  feel  that  People's  College  is  the  force  that 
must  bring  about  this  desired  development.  The  building  is 
large  and  well  adatped  to  school  purposes,  and  can,  by  proper 
management,  be  secured  in  fee-simple  to  the  Church.  The 
Committee  recommend  that  steps  be  taken  to  secure  such  fee- 
simple  title  to  the  property.  The  school  is  in  successful  oper- 
ation under  the  management  of  Rev.  R.  N.  Price,  assisted  by 
an  able  faculty  of  sufficient  number  to  do  the  work  well. 
Your  Committee  recommend  the  reappointment  of  Rev.  R.  N. 
xJrice  to  the  Presidency  of  said  institution. 

High  Schools. — In  addition  to  the  work  being  done  in  the 
colleges  named,  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  say  that  our 
system  of  district  high  schools,  inaugurated  several  years  ago, 
and  never  better  at  work  than  now,  is  reaching  the  masses  of 
our  people,  and  is  beginning  to  yield  its  fruit  in  the  numbers 
of  young  men  and  women  passing  up  to  our  colleges  for 
greater  facilities  in  higher  education.  Among  these  schools 
we  feel  called  upon  to  make-  a  special  mention  of  the  Morris- 
town  District  High  School,  located  at  Morristown,  Tenn.,  and 
presided  over  by  Rev.  Thos.  P.  Summers,  A.  M.  This  school 
richly  merits  the  continued  support  of  the  country  in  which  it 
is  located. 

A  communication  from  the  Trustees  of  Lebanon  High 
School  in  Virginia,  asking  the  appointment  of  Rev.  Geo.  A. 
Frazier,  a  member  of  this  body,  to  the  principalship  of  said 
school,  was  before  the  Committee,  and  we  recommend  that  the 
request  be  granted  :  therefore, 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  look  with  pleasure  upon  the  advanced 
position  taken  by  our  fathers,  upon  the*  subject  of  a  high 
Christain  education. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  will,  as  a  Conference,  go  forward  with 
increased  energy  in  the  support  of  those  institutions  of  learn- 
ing, immediately  under  our  fostering  care.

Report  on  Asheville  Female  College.— The  Special 

Committee  to  confer  with  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Asheville 
Female  College  submitted  a  report,  which  was  adopted. 

EEPOET  ON  ASHEVILLE  FEMALE  COLLEGE. 


The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of 
reclaiming  to  the  Church  the  Asheville  Female  College,  beg 
leave  to  report : 

We  have  collected  all  the  facts  in  our  reach,  have  given 
the  subject  serious  thought  and  consideration,  and  have  reached 
the  conclusion,  that  the  Conference  should  seek,  by  all  lawful 
and  prudent  means,  to  obtain  again  control  of  the  institution. 
It  is  very  certain  that  a  school  of  high  grade  will  be  established 
in  the  buildings  by  some  person,  persons,  or  organization, 
likely  by  some  Church.  We  see  no  reason  why  Methodism 
should  surrender  that  stronghold  to  another  denomination, 
but  every  reason  why  she  should  regain  and  hold  it. 

We  propose  the  following  plan  for  regaining  control  of  the 
institution :  Let  an  agent  or  committee  be  appointed  by  this 
body  to  secure  donations  of  stock,  contract  for  stock,  raise  money 
and  secure  promises  of  money,  so  as  to  liquidate  a  cash  claim 
against  the  joint  stock  company,  and  to  proceed  far  enough  in 
this  direction  to  secure  the  Church  a  controlling  interest,  at 
least,  in  the  property.  The  company  would,  of  course,  turn 
over  to  the  Church,  certificates  of  stock  equivalent  in  value  to 
cash  paid  for  the  company.  The  Church,  in  the  capacity  of  a 
stockholder,  could  then  unite  with  the  individual  stockholders, 
in  refitting  and  refurnishing  the  school. 

We,  therefore,  recommend,  for  adoption,  the  following  reso- 
lutions, to-wit: 

Resolved,  That  the  station  preacher  of  Asheville  station, 
whoever  he  may  be,  the  Eev.  L.  M.  Pease  and  Messrs.  H.  H. 
Webb,  E.  Sluder  and  Joseph  Bearden  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
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requested  and  appointed  to  act  as  a  committee  and  as  our 
agents,  to  solicit  donations  of  stock,  negotiate  for  it,  to  raise 
money,  secure  promises  of  money,  and,  when  the  proper  time 
arrives,  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  inaugurate  and  maintain 
a  school  of  high  grade  in  the  building. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  committee  are  authorized  to  employ, 
if  they  see  proper,  one  of  their  number  or  some  other  compe- 
tent person  as  an  agent  in  carrying  out  the  purpose  of  the 
foregoing  resolution,  and  that  they  are  authorized  to  repre- 
sent this  Conference  in  meetings  of  the  company,  should  the 
Conference  become  a  stockholder,  provided  that  this  Confer- 
ence will  not  be  responsible  for  any  debt  that  may  be  incurred 
in  the  employment  of  the  agent  or  of  the  teachers. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

D.  Mountcastle  pre- 
sented the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Sunday-Schools,  which 
was  adopted.

EEPOKT  ON   SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

Your  Committee  on  Sunday-Schools  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report: 

It  is  hard  to  conceive  how  any  person  engaged  in  Church 
work,  especially  any  minister  of  the  gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  can  fail  to  be  impressed  with  the  increasing  demands 
of  the  present  age  in  this  part  of  our  Church  work.  Let  us 
ask  for  a  moment,  are  we  properly  awake  on  this  subject 
whteh  is  one  of  such  momentous  importance  to  the  whole 
Christian  world?  Have  we  each  engaged  ourselves  as  we  could 
and  should?  Do  our  Statistics  show  that  we  have  been  taking 
care  of  the  lambs  of  the  iiock  over  which  we  have  been  made 
overseers,  thereby  remembering  the  tender  Shej)erd's  injunc- 
tion concerning  them ! 

The  world  is  moving  on  with  great  rapidity,  as  if  eager  to 
meet  the  increasing  demands  upon  it  in  every  direction,  the 
field  all  the  time  growing  more  extensive  and  inviting.  The 
Church  of  the  living  God  can  not  afford,  in  any  of  her  opera- 
tions, to  lag  behind,  but  appreciating  the  situation  must  press 
toward  the  mark. 

While  it  begets  within  us  hope  and  thankfulness  to  remem- 
ber that  the  time  has  come  when  the  whole  Christian  Church 
is  more  or  less  stirred  upon  the  subject  of  studying  and  teach- 
ing the  blessed  Word  of  God,  we  do  not  believe  that  we  are 
sufficiently  awake  on  this  great  interest,  as  a  general  thing,  in 
the  Holston  Conference. 

We  now  have  a  membership,  in  the  Church,  of  more  than 
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forty-three  thousand,  a  little  more  than  two  thousand  having 
been  added  the  past  year ;  with  a  Sunday-School  membership  of 
twenty-seven  thousand  and  eighty-two.  This  we  find  to  be  an 
increase  of  about  four  thousand  in  the  last  year.  For  this  we 
have  reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage ;  but  is  this  suffi- 
cient1? Why  not  as  many  in  the  Sunday-School  as  in  the 
Church,  and  even  more  ?  We  should  never  be  satisfied  until 
every  person  within  the  range  of  our  influence,  be  teaching  or 
receiving  instruction  in  our  own  Southern  Methodist  Sunday- 
Schools.  We  should  go  out  into  the  byways  and  hedges  and 
compel  them  to  come  in.  We  believe  every  Church  ought  to 
have  as  many  in  Sunday-School  as  communicants  in  the 
Church,  and  by  a  united  effort  it  can  be  accomplished.  Breth- 
ren, the  progress  of  our  beloved  Church  greatly  depends  upon 
the  care  we  take  of  the  young,  and  may  we  not  say  the  older 
members  of  the  Church? 

We  do  not  believe  that  a  school  can  be  successful  without 
literature  adapted,  and  it  is  found  by  the  reports  that  about 
eight  thousand  of  the  members  now  in  our  schools  are  with- 
out our  literature,  and,  we  infer,  without  any.  This  ought 
not  and  need  not  be,  for  we  have  as  cheap  and.  as  good,  and 
we  believe,  the  best  Sunday-School  literature  now  published. 
There  ought  to  be  a  Southern  Methodist  Sunday-School  in 
every  Southern  Methodist  Church  where  ten  persons  can  be 
collected  for  the  purpose,  all  supplied  with  our  excellent  liter- 
ature, which  is  so  ably  edited  by  our  own  beloved  Cun- 
nyngham. 

In  conclusion  we  offer  the  following  resolutions : 
Resolved,  1.      That    we,   as    preachers   and    laymen,    with 
increased  vigor  address  ourselves  to  the  work  of  organizing 
and  conducting  Sunday-Schools. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  will  do  all  we  can  to  increase  the  cir- 
culation of  our  own  literature.

priation as  given  below. ,  (2.)  Stickleyville  circuit,  in  the  Mor- 
ristown  District,  is  placed  on  the  roll  of  weak  circuits  and 
receives  a  supplemental  appropriation.  (3.)  Telico  mission  is 
made  a  part  of  Eleazer  circuit,  and  the  two  sections  together 
receive  an  appropriation.  (4.)  A  new  mission  is  formed  in 
the  Asheville  District,  to  be  called  Edneyville  mission.

The  total  appropriations  for  the  year  amount  to  $2,150.00, 
and  the  deficit  of  the  present  year,  as  seen  from  the  Treas- 
urer's exhibit,  is  $810.00.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that 
$2,960.00  will  be  necessary  to  pay  off  the  present  indebted- 
ness of  the  Board  and  meet  the  current  exjDenses  of  the  year. 

The  Board  has  n®  official  information  as  to  the  amount  ap- 
propriated to  the  Echota,  (Indian)  Mission  by  the  Parent 
Board,  but  it  is  supposed  to  be  $300.00,  the  same  as  for  the 
present  year.  The  Board  directs  that  this  amount  shall  be 
divided  between  the  Presiding  Elder  and  Preacher  in  Charge, 
as  this  year  in  the  ratio  of  one-sixth  to  the  Presiding  Elder 
and  five-sixths  to  the  Preacher  in  Charge,  and  that,  out  of  this 
amount,  they  shall,  in  the  same  ratio,  employ  an  interpreter. 

The  policy  of  retrenchment  adopted  by  the  Board  last  year 
has  been  carried  out  as  rigidly  as  possible,  consistently  with 
the  interests  of  all  concerned.  The  debt  against  this  Board 
has  been  reduced  by  $300.00,  and  would  have  been  reduced 
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considerably  more  if    the  collections  of   this  year  had  been 
equal  to  those  of  last  year. 

The  Board  greatly  desires  the  payment  of  the  present 
indebtednesss  and  replenishing  of  the  treasury  so  that  preach- 
ers in  charge  of  missions  may  be  paid  quarterly  instead  of 
being  under  the  necessity  of  living  in  debt  and  waiting  a  year 
for  the  payment  of,  their  meager  salaries,  and  we  believe  this 
can  be  done  by  the  next  Conference,  if  every  preacher  will 
give  careful  and  unremitting  attention  to  this  part  of  his 
work  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Secretary  takes  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  work  on 
missions  has,  in  the  main,  been  well  done,  and  in  many  of  the 
fields  large  numbers  have  been  converted  and  added  to  the 
Church.  Reports  from  preachers  in  charge  have  been  more 
regular,  and  more  nearly  full  than  in  previous  years,  and  they 
are  being  kept  in  permanent  form  that  from  them  the  history 
of  these  missions  may  be  obtained. 

The  following  are  the  officers  elect  for  the  ensuing  year : 

President,  George  Stewart;  Vice  President,  L.  L.  H.  Car- 
lock  ;  Treasurer,  J.  S.  Burnett ;  Secretary,  James  Atkins,  jr.

REPORT  ON  BIBLE  CAUSE. 

To  the  Bishop  and  Members  of  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of 
the  M.  E.  Church,  South: 

The  Committee  on  the  Bible  Cause  offer  the  following 
report : 

We  are  pleased  to  note  two  facts  in  the  communication  of 
the  Agent  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  to  Bishop  Kava- 
naugh  and  the  Conference. 

1.  That  we,  as  a  Church,  are  regarded  as  a  part  of  that 
great  army  of  workers,  engaged  in  sending  the  Word  of  God 
abroad  to  enlighten  and  save  the  world.     And  whilst  we  insist 
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on  every  member  of  this  Conference  making  earnest  efforts  to 
awake  in  our  people  a  fresh  interest  in  this  great  work,  yet 
we  would  not  advise  you,  as  suggested,  to  make  the  collec- 
tion in  our  congregations  as  one  of  our  Conference  collec- 
tions. 

2.  In  reviewing  the  history  of  the  American  Bible  Society, 
we  are  struck  with  the  great  success  which  has  attended  theirs 
and  the  efforts  of  older  societies,  to  put  the  Scriptures  of 
Divine  Truth  within  the  reach  of  all  men,  even  the  poorest, 
thus  the  blessed  Book  that  tells  of  the  love  of  God  and  the 
sweet  story  of  the  Cross,  has  found  its  way  to  dying  men, 
among  the  eternal  snows  of  the  North,  the  burning  sands  of 
the  South,  and  from  the  jungles  of  the  Ganges  to  the  children 
of  the  forest,  in  our  western  wilds ;  on  continents,  on  islands, 
amidst  the  busy  whirl  of  teeming  cities,  on  ship-board,  on 
thoroughfares,  in  the  palace,  in  the  hut,  and  nearly  every- 
where we  find  it  shedding  its  light,  bringing  conviction  and 
eternal  salvation,  teaching  men  how  to  live  and  how  to  die, 
and  bringing  comfort  and  joy  to  many  of  the  sons  of  want. 
"What  a  glorious  work,  and  what  achievements.  And  when  we 
contrast  the  price  of  a  Bible  two  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago 
with  the  price  now ;  then  costing  several  hundred  dollars,  now 
only  twenty-five  cents,  and  a  neat  copy  of  the  New  Testament 
for  five  cents,  may  we  not  say  truly  our  lines  have  fallen  to 
us  in  pleasant  places,  and  the  knowledge  of  God  will  soon 
cover  the  earth  as  waters  cover  the  sea  ?  And  in  view  of  the 
above,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we,  as  a  Conference,  anew,  pledge  ourselves 
to  encourage  and  lend  a  helping  hand  to  those  who  are  labor- 
ing in  this,  the  cause  of  God  and  man.

Committee  on  Church  Property  was  read  and  adopted. 
REPORT  ON  CHURCH  PROPERTY. 

The  Committee  on  Church  Property  offer  the  following- 
report  : 

We  have  endeavored  to  discharge  our  duty  as  best  we 
could  from  the  facts  before  us,  as  they  appeared  in  the  reports 
from  the  different  charges,  and  yet,  for  want  of  information, 
we  fear  that  we  have  not  met  the  requirements  of  a  resolution 
passed  by  your  body  at  its  session  in  Bristol  two  years  since. 
"We  find  that,  notwithstanding  the  stringency  of  money  mat- 
ters, there  has  been  paid  for  building  and  repairing  churches, 
&c,  during  the  present  year,  $29,767.67.  And  here  allow  us 
to  suggest  that  no  more  opportune  time  has  ever  existed  in 
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our  history  for  church  improvements  than  the  present.  The 
country  is  full  of  provisions  and  supplies  of  every  kind  which 
can  not  be  converted  into  money,  and  there  are  many  me- 
chanics who  want  work  and  whose  children  need  bread  and 
meat.  And  the  people  are  ready,  if  the  subject  is  properly 
brought  before  them,  to  contribute  of  their  surplus  to  build 
churches  and  parsonages. 

Your  Committee  submit  the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
lution : 

Whereas,  The  present  forms  are  not  such  as  to  enable  the 
preachers  to  make  their  reports  in  accordance  with  the  resolu- 
tion referred  to  above  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  Brother  J.  R.  Payne  be  requested  to  prepare 
blank  forms  so  as  to  enable  the  preachers  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  aforesaid  resolution.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE. 

Your  Committee  to  whom  the  subject  of  Temperance  was 
referred  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report : 

There  is  no  subject  that  will  be  brought  before  the  Confer-' 
ence  that  is  more  important  or  that  should  claim  more  earnest 
attention,  and  especially  when  we  look  around  us  and  see  the 
rapid  advancement  that  intemperance  is  making  all  over  these 
lands.  How  dreadful  and  startling  is  the  announcement  that 
on  the  American  continent  alone  every  year  eighty  thousand  hu- 
man beings  go  down  to  a  drunkard's  grave !  And  if  this  great 
foe  of  mankind  was  confining  his  dreadful  slaughter  to  those  only 
who  are  outside  of  the  pales  of  the  Church  it  would  not  be 
quite  so  distressing,  but  when  it  is  known  that  he  is  making 
his  inroads  on,  and  coming  within  the  sacred  precincts  of  the 
Church  of  God,  how  much  more  alarming  and  heart-rending  ! 
Is  it  not  like  Jesus  being  wounded  afresh  in  the  house 
of  his  friends  ?  If  it  ought  to  be  written  over  the  door  of 
every  doggery  and  liquor  saloon,  where  liquor  is  sold  and 
drank,  in  large  living  characters,  "  The  road  that  leads  down 
to  the  chambers  of  death  and  hell!  "  what  ought  to  be  written 
over  the  door  of  that  member  of  the  Church  of    Christ  who 
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turns  up  the  intoxicating  bowl  ?  Oh,  sad  thought !  He  may 
not  only  lose  his  own  soul,  but  he  may  be  setting  in  motion  a 
wave  of  evil  influence  that  may  tell  upon  the  destinies  of  mul- 
tiplied millions  in  all  the  oncoming  ages. 

How  the  hearts  of  the  people,  in  the  last  few  weeks,  have 
been  stirred,  and  their  sympathies  have  been  drawn  out 
toward  the  people  in  the  South  who  have  been  so  dreadfully 
scourged  with  the  yellow  fever,  yet  here  is  an  enemy  that 
is  destroying  seven  times  as  many  every  year,  and  causing 
more  suffering  and  making  more  widows  and  orphans  than 
the  fever,  and  still  the  masses  of  the  people  are  comparatively 
unmoved. 

Ought  not  every  Christian  soldier  to  gird  on  the  armor 
afresh  and  go  forth  to  battle  in  this  great  temperance  warfare? 
To  think  of  the  thousands  of  the  brightest  intellects  in  Church 
and  State  that  have  gone  down  beneath  its  dark  wave,  is  sad, 
indeed. 

It  is  some  consolation  to  know  that  in  many  places  in 
the  bounds  of  our  Conference  during  the  last  few  months 
there  has  been  a  considerable  temperance  revival,  and  several 
thousands  have  signed  the  pledge.     Therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Conference  that  our 
pulpits  ought  to  give  no  uncertain  sound  upon  this  subject, 
and  that  our  people,  everywhere,  ought  to  abstain  from  the 
use  of  all  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage,  and  that  our 
preachers  and  people  see  to  it  that  the  discipline  be  faithfully 
exercised  on  all  offenders. 

Resolved,  That,  inasmuch  as  regularly  organized  temperance 
societies  have  accomplised  great  good,  and  thousands  by  this 
means  have  been  rescued  from  a  drunkard's  grave,  that  we 
recommend  the  organization  of  these  societies,  whether  they 
be  Good  Templars,  National  Christian  Temperance  Unions,  or 
anything  of  the  kind,  that  has  for  its  object,  the  downfall  of 
intemperance,  and  that  we  request  our  people,  everywhere,  to 
pray  earnestly  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  end.

Elder  of  the  Athens  District  in  regard  to  renewing  the  license 
of  a  young  preacher,  who,  by  removals,  sickness  and  a  want  of 
familiarity  with  the  usages  of  the  Church  on  the  subject,  failed 
to  have  his  license  renewed  in  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Con- 
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ference  in  one  place,  which  he  had  left  before  it  came  on,  and 
the  one  in  another  charge  and  Conference,  at  which  time,  he 
was  sick  until  it  had  passed  by.  Under  these  circumstances 
his  name  was  left  off  the  roll  of  ministerial  members  of  the 
body.  Whereupon  the  following  question  was  submitted  to 
the  Presiding  Elder : 

'•Did  J.  W.  Anderson's  failure  to  present  his  case  at  the 
first  quarterly  meeting  for  this  year ;  a  failure  occurring  by 
sickness,  and  the  failure  of  the  new  preacher  in  charge  to  pre- 
sent the  same,  the  failure  being  the  consequence  of  a  want  of 
information  in  the  case,  did  these  failures  cause  him  to  loose 
his  license  ? 

"The  Presiding  Elder  returned  the  following  answer: 
"Answer  to  question  1.     'Not  necessarily  so.' 
"Answer   to   question    2.     'That    his   not    presenting    his 
license  for  renewal  until  the  Second  Quarterly  Conference  of 
the  next  year,  did,  in  his  judgment,  forfeit  it.' 

"J.  H.  Brunner  then  gave  notice  that  he  appealed  from  the 
last  decision  to  the  President  of  the  next  Conference. 

-DECISION. 

"In  the  history  of  the  case  in  hand  it  appears  that  the 
young  preacher  was  at  no  time  indifferent  to  his  ministerial 
relations  and  authority.  He  did  not  have  his  license  renewed 
in  Mississippi  because  he  had  left  the  State  before  his  fourth 
quarterly  meeting  came  on ;  did  not  have  them  renewed  in 
the  Athens  District  because  he  was  sick  and  not  there,  and  his 
preacher  in  charge  failed  to  present  his  name ;  but,  not  to 
argue  the  case,  where  a  peacher  for  no  fault  of  his  own  fails  to  have 
his  license  renewed,  he  may  avail  himself  of  the  First  Quar- 
terly Conference  having  jurisdiction  over  him  to  renew  his 
authority  to  preach  the  gospel  of  the  Grace  of  God.
